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SUBJECT: BOTSWANA'S REACTION TO VORSTER'S NAMIBIA SPEECH

1. MINISTER OF STATE FOR EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MOGWE TOLD ME MAY 28 
THAT HE HAD NOT STUDIED PRIME MINISTER VORSTER'S WINDHOEK SPEECH 
ON NAMIBIA BUT THOUGHT IT WAS LACKING IN SPECIFICS. 
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2. MOGWE SAID HE WAS NOT CONVINCED THAT VORSTER INTENDED TO 
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DEPART FROM THE CONCEPT OF SEPARATE MULTI NATIONAL STATES IN 
NAMIBIA. MOGWE FELT THAT VORSTER SHOULD FIRST MAKE ABSOLUTELY 
CLEAR THAT HE FAVORS INDEPENDENCE FOR NAMIBIA AS A UNITARY STATE 
AND SET A TIMETABLE. HE SAID THAT VORSTER SHOULD THEN INVITE 
THE OAU COMMITTEE TO TALK ABOUT SPECIFIC PROBLEMS SUCH AS 
GETTING THE VARIOUS POLITICAL GROUPS TO COOPERATE IN NAMIBIA, 

MAKING IT CLEAR THAT SWAPO COULD ALSO PARTICIPATE. 

3. MOGWE SAID THE OAU SHOULD PURSUE THE SAME KIND OF STRATEGY 
IN NAMIBIA THAT IS BEING USED IN RHODESIA: THE VARIOUS POLITICAL 
GROUPINGS SHOULD BE UNITED. MOGWE THOUGHT SWAPO SHOULD BACK 

A WAY FROM THE POSITION THAT IT IS THE EXCLUSIVE REPRESENTATIVE FOR 
NAMIBIA. MOGWE TOLD ME HE CHALLENGED THE OAU ON THIS POINT AT 
THE RECENT COUNCIL OF MINISTERS MEETING IN DAR ES SALAAM BUT 
SWAPO AND THE SOUTH AFRICAN PAC AND ANC WERE ADAMANT. MOGWE 
ADDED THAT AFRICAN STATES SHOULD BE WORKING FOR THE INDEPENDENCE OF 
NAMIBIA AND NOT TRYING TO INSTALL ANY PARTICULAR POLITICAL GROUP IN 
POWER. 

4. MOGWE COMMENTED ON THE VISIT OF CHIEF KAPUUO TO THE RECENT 
COMMONWEALTH CONFERENCE IN KINGSTON. HE SAID THAT PRESIDENT 
KHAMA HAD REFUSED TO MEET WITH CHIEF KAPUUO BUT HAD OFFERED TO 
SEE HIM IN BOTSWANA. IN THIS CONNECTION MOGWE INDICATED HE 

DID NOT AGREE WITH THE OAU DECLARATION CALLING FOR A DENIAL OF 
INVITATIONS TO HOMELAND LEADERS TO VISIT AFRICAN STATES. MOGWE 
SAID HE ALSO TOOK EXCEPTION TO THIS DECLARATION AT THE RECENT DAR 
MEETING. IN PARTICULAR HE CALLED ATTENTION TO THE EFFORTS OF 
CHIEF BUTHELIZI, WHO WAS EXPOSING HIMSELF TO INSULTS DAILY IN 
WORKING FOR PEACEFUL CHANGE WHILE SOUTH AFRICAN PAC AND ANC 
LEADERS WERE SITTING IN LUSAKA "EATING CHICKEN OUT OF A BASKET". 
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
